THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Andover  in  the 
County  of  Merrimack  in  said  State,  qvulified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Andover  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  vote  (official  ballot)  on  the  following  ques- 
tion :  "Shall  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171-A  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws  relative  to  playing  games  of  beano  be  adopt- 
ed in  this  town?" 

3.  To  raise  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  town  government  for  the  en- 
suing year,  and  m.ake  appropriation  of  the  same.  ( Esti- 
mate $6,000). 

4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  highways 
and  bridges  under  the  following  items : 

a.  General  tov^^n  road  maintenance.  (Estimate 
$10,000). 

b.  General  highway  expenses.  (Estimate  $3,500) . 

c.  Asphalt.  (Estimate  $4,000). 

d.  Town  road  aid.  (Town's  share  $683.41). 

e.  Street  lights.  (Present  service:  White  Mt. 
Power  Co.,  $700 ;  Public  Service  Co.  of  N.  H., 
for  Flaghole  lights,  $135). 

f.  Steel-asphalt  surface  on  Andover  river  bridge. 

(Estimate  $2,200). 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  from 
surplus  the  sum  of  $5,500  for  the  construction  of  a  town 
highway  shed  on  the  Stanley  Kilburn  lot  (so-called)  at 
Alpine. 
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6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  protec- 
tion of  persons  and  property  under  the  following  items : 

a.  Police  department.  (Estimate  $100). 

b.  Fire  department.   (Estimate  $2,000). 

c.  Civil  defense.  (Estimate  $100). 

d.  White  pine  blister  rust.  (State  requests  $400). 

7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  care  of 
cemeteries.   (Estimate  $400). 

8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  Memorial 
Day  flags.  (Estimate  $75). 

9.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  use  of 
the  town  libraries.  (Estimate  $500). 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  selectmen  to 
sell  the  building  and  lot  now  occupied  by  the  East  An- 
dover  Library  when  the  library  is  moved  into  the  new 
William  Adams  Bachelder  Library  building. 

11.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  defraying 
the  expenses  of  the  town  health  department,  as  follows : 

a.  General  expenses,  which  cover  dump  mainte- 
nance, vital  statistics  recording  and  miscel- 
laneous.  (Estimate  $200). 

b.  Salary  of  a  district  nurse.  (Present  is  $2,200 
plus  $600  allowance  for  use  of  her  own  car) . 

c.  Contributions  to  Franklin  and  New  London 
Hospitals.  ($150  was  donated  to  each  in  1955) . 

12.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  taking  care 
of  the  poor,  including  old  age  assistance  and  aid  to  sol- 
diers and  their  families.  (Estimate  $4,500). 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500  for  continued  improvements  at 
the  Highland  Lake  bathing  beach,  which  will  include 
the  construction  of  tv\^o  sanitary  pit  toilets,  and  to  take 
any  other  action  regarding  the  use  and  supervision  of 
the  beach. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  selectmen 
to  close  the  covered  bridge  at  Cilleyville  to  all  except 
pedestrian  traffic  when  the  new,  re-located  Route  11 
and  its  approaches  are  completed  and  opened  to  traffic. 


15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100  for  the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee 
Region. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan  for 
extending  to  employees  of  the  town  the  benefits  of  title 
II  of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old  Age  and 
Survivor's  Insurance)  as  authorized  by  Chapter  101 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  Amended  by  Chapters  301  and 
332  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $300  to  defray  the  town's  share  of  the  cost 
thereof. 

a.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  exclude  from  the 
plan  services  in  any  class  or  classes  of  positions 
filled  by  popular  election.

c.  If  a  plan  for  Social  Security  coverage  is  adopt- 
ed, to  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  select- 
men to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  town  the  neces- 
sary agreement  with  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire to  carry  into  effect  the  plan,  and  to  see 
if  the  town  will  designate  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  selectmen  as  the  officer  to  be  respon- 
sible for  the  administration  of  the  plan. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.

SELECTMEN'S  SUMMARY  AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


The  financial  picture  of  the  town  has  changed  little 
during  1955.  At  the  year's  end  we  find  an  additional 
$1,325.34  in  assets  added  to  the  town's  surplus,  despite 
a  net  overrun  of  $869.21  in  expenditures  over  appro- 
priations. 

Town  Government.  We  recommend  another  $6,000 
appropriation  this  year  to  defray  the  expenses  of  town 
government.  Expenses  for  election  and  registration  and 
insurance  will  be  greater  than  in  1955.  We  should  con- 
tinue to  add  30  new  metal  chairs  to  the  town  hall  each 
year  until  all  the  old  wooden  ones  are  replaced.  The  hall 
windows  need  a  complete  overhaul  to  cut  down  drafts 
and  heat  loss.  We  believe  that  they  can  be  replaced  with 
new  sash  for  little  more  than  it  would  cost  to  repair 
the  old  ones,  and  that  the  saving  on  fuel  will  pay  for 
the  job  in  a  few  years.  Two  storm  windows  on  the  sel- 
ectmen's oflfice  have  made  it  a  much  more  confortable 
place  to  work. 

A  set  of  battery-powered  emergency  exit  lights, 
which  go  on  automatically  if  regular  power  fails,  is  an- 
other must  for  the  town  hall,  now  required  by  fire  regu- 
lations. 

The  town  meeting  comes  nearly  as  late  as  it  could 
this  year,  March  13th.  This  means  that  any  candidates 
for  town  or  school  district  oflaces  will  have  until  6  p.  m. 
on  March  5th  to  file  their  names  with  Mrs.  Maria  Chase 
or  Mrs.  Marie  Rising,  clerks  of  the  town  and  district. 
A  fee  of  $1.00  must  accompany  any  filing  for  an  office 
carrying  a  salary. 

Fire  Department.  The  $2,200  raised  last  year  was 
more  than  adequate  to  meet  the  expenses  of  our  two  fire 
departments,  and  $2,000  would  appear  to  be  right  for 
1956. 

East  Andover  has  a  new  30'  x  36'  two-stall  fire  sta- 
tion with  fire  company  meeting  room  nearly  completed, 
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on  the  lot  contributed  by  the  town  last  year.  With  its 
own  funds  the  company  has  purchased  and  put  together 
a  water-carrying  tank  truck,  which  will  be  ready  for 
use  this  spring. 

Don't  overlook  the  page  headed  IN  CASE  OF  FIRE 
later  in  this  report.  To  many  villagers  this  is  "old  stuff." 
But  for  many  of  our  newer  residents,  and  our  non-resi- 
dent summer  home  owners  who  receive  this  town  re- 
port, knowing  and  remembering  what  to  do  if  fire 
strikes  suddenly  may  save  their  property. 

Thanks  to  favorable  weather  and  cooperation  all 
along  the  line  there  were  no  major  forest  fires  in  An- 
dover  in  1955,  and  only  a  few  grass  fires,  the  latter  set 
mainly  by  locomotives. 

The  usual  report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  is 
omitted  this  year.  Don't  forget,  however,  that  you  must 
have  a  permit  from  Warden  Victor  E,  Phelps  of  An- 
dover  for  any  fire  outside,  unless  the  ground  is  covered 
with  snow.  The  phone  is  REpublic  5-2561. 

Hightvays  and  Bridges.  We  recommend  the  same 
appropriations  for  town  road  maintenance  and  general 
highway  expenses,  and  an  increase  of  $500  in  the 
amount  raised  for  asphalt.  As  we  continue  to  expand 
and  extend  our  paved  road  system,  more  material  is 
needed  to  keep  it  in  shape. 

The  noisy  condition  of  the  Andover  bridge  over  the 
Blackwater  left  much  to  be  desired  during  the  past 
year.  We  do  not  feel  that  the  bridge  floor  of  treated 
2  X  4's  put  on  a  few  years  ago  has  proved  too  satisfac- 
tory, or  has  worn  as  well  as  it  should.  While  it  will  cost 
somewhat  more  than  wood  we  feel  that  a  surface  of 
corrugated  steel,  covered  with  hot  top,  will  be  much 
more  satisfactory  in  the  long  run.  According  to  the 
best  estimate  we  can  obtain  this  will  cost  approximately 
$2,200  for  the  entire  project,  including  replacement  of 
the  bearings  at  each  end  of  the  bridge,  which  must  be 
done  anyway  to  level  the  floor.  Included  in  the  warrant. 
Article  4f. 

One  great  need  of  our  highway  department  is  a 
proper  place  for  housing  and  repairing  equipment.  Now 
that  the  rented  brick  building  at  East  Andover  has  been 
sold  the  need  becomes  greater  than  before,  the  only 
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present  storage  being  the  stall  at  No.  9  in  Andover.  It  is 
our  recommendation  that  the  town  vote  to  erect  a  mon- 
itor type,  cement  block  building,  with  two  stalls  and  a 
work  room,  on  what  is  known  as  the  Kilburn  lot  at  Al- 
pine. Such  a  building,  perhaps  36'  x  52'  in  dimension, 
should  be  built  for  between  $5,000  and  $6,000.  With  our 
present  town  surplus  of  $15,266.87  we  feel  that  the 
town  could  appropriate  sufficient  funds  from  this  to 
provide  satisfactory  storage  for  town  equipment  with- 
out raising  additional  money  this  year,  and  without 
seriously  weakening  the  financial  structure  of  the  town. 
Coming  up  under  Article  5. 

As  everyone  knows,  great  changes  will  take  place  in 
the  highway  layout  at  the  west  end  of  the  town,  begin- 
ning this  spring,  when  Route  4-A  will  be  brought  down 
from  West  Andover  to  Cilleyville  on  the  other  side  of 
the  river  to  a  junction  with  re-located  Route  11  near 
the  residence  of  Ralph  Charles.  It  is  probable  that  the 
present  Route  4  and  11  from  James  Humphrey's  to 
Potter  Place,  and  Route  11  from  the  railroad  crossing 
at  Potter  Place  to  the  Lomas  property,  will  eventually 
revert  to  the  town  road  system.  At  West  Andover  the 
present  ending  of  Route  4-A  from  the  railroad  crossing 
to  the  junction  with  the  new  Route  4-A  will  likewise 
become  a  town  highway,  including  the  bridge  over  the 
river. 

The  crossing  at  West  Andover  will  be  abolished  com- 
pletely ;  that  at  Potter  Place  will  remain  for  pedestrians 
only.  Your  selectmen  attended  a  hearing  before  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  at  which  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad  petitioned  for  complete  closure  of  both 
crossings.  We  were  successful  in  retaining  a  properly 
warned  foot-crossing  at  Potter  Place  over  the  objec- 
tions of  the  railroad. 

When  the  project  is  completed,  with  a  new  approach 
to  Cilleyville  between  the  residences  of  Joseph  Dietsche 
and  Albert  Barwise,  we  feel  that  the  old  Cilleyville  cov- 
ered bridge  should  be  closed  to  all  except  foot  crossing, 
and  allowed  to  stand  as  a  sort  of  museum  attraction  for 
the  many  people  who  like  to  paint  and  photograph  the 
disappearing  covered  bridges.  See  Article  14. 

Last  summer  your  selectmen  sold  the  1940  R-5  Cater- 
pillar tractor  formerly  used  for  plowing  snow  on  town 
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roads  for  $800,  keeping  the  T-40  International  for 
emergency  use.  It  seems  very  unlikely,  with  the  grader 
plow,  the  heavier  trucks  in  use  today,  and  the  better 
and  wider  roads  in  the  spots  that  used  to  be  difficult  to 
open,  that  the  town  would  need  to  keep  two  slow  mov- 
ing tractors  in  reserve.  Since  the  International  is  still 
in  usable  condition,  but  so  old  in  years  as  to  have  little 
or  no  resale  value,  we  sold  the  gas-fueled  Caterpillar 
before  that,  too,  had  become  so  old  as  to  be  obsolete. 

Libraries.  Elsewhere  in  this  town  report  you  will 
find  a  story  on  the  progress  of  the  William  Adams 
Bachelder  Library  at  East  Andover.  Barring  unfore- 
seen developments,  it  is  hoped  that  the  building  will  be 
built  and  ready  for  occupancy  by  late  next  fall.  At  that 
time  the  present  East  Andover  library  can  be  incorpor- 
ated with  it,  freeing  that  building  for  other  uses.  We  be- 
lieve that  it  should  be  sold  whenever  a  good  opportunity 
presents  itself,  relieving  the  town  of  further  mainte- 
nance and  needed  repairs.  It  is  not  a  high-value  prop- 
erty, having  no  toilet  facilities  or  running  water,  and 
too  close  to  the  railroad  tracks,  but  someone  should  be 
able  and  willing  to  convert  it  into  a  small  home.  Article 
10  asks  authority  for  its  sale  when  vacated. 

Highland  Lake  Bathing  Beach.  Our  beach  is  becom- 
ing more  popular  with  each  passing  season,  and  with 
more  use  the  maintenance  problems  increase  also. 
Under  state  health  laws  toilet  facilities  are  mandatory 
at  all  publicly  owned  recreation  areas.  Our  beach  has 
none.  We  were  allowed  to  continue  last  summer  on  the 
promise  that  something  would  be  worked  out  for  the 
summer  of  1956.  The  State  Board  of  Health  recom- 
mends what  is  called  a  sanitary  dry  privy,  which  need 
not  be  of  expensive  construction.  From  past  experience 
elsewhere  it  does  not  recommend  flush  toilets. 

In  Article  13  we  suggest  an  appropriation  of  $500, 
of  which  about  one-half  would  be  for  the  above  purpose 
and  the  balance  for  further  improvement  of  the  beach 
area. 

Necessary  supervision  of  the  parking  area  on  week 
ends  is  another  problem.  Last  summer  it  was  handled  on 
a  volunteer  basis  by  members  of  the  East  Andover  fire 
company,  who  used  the  proceeds  of  between  $300  and 
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$400  for  the  purchase  of  a  tank  truck.  The  company 
offers  to  do  so  again  if  the  town  desires. 

We  understand  that  the  Andover  Lions  Club  is  hop- 
ing to  provide  a  Hne  of  market  floats  around  the  beach 
this  summer,  which  will  help  to  define  the  safe  limits 
of  bathing  for  non-swimmers  and  children  and  a  warn- 
ing line  for  motor  boats  and  water  skiiers. 

In  answer  to  requests  from  a  few  workmen  we  have 
included  in  the  warrant  under  Article  16  an  opportun- 
ity for  the  town  to  decide  whether  or  not  it  wishes  to 
extend  to  its  employees  and  elected  oflScials  the  benefits 
of  Social  Security.  Under  new  legislation  by  the  Gen- 
eral Court  this  is  handled  through  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Welfare,  which  makes  a  charge  to  the  town 
for  the  service.  The  town  will  contribute  2%  of  all 
wages  earned  and  deduct  a  similar  amount  from  all 
employees'  wages.  We  have  written  for  complete  infor- 
mation, for  discussion  at  the  town  meeting. 

Comments  on  1956  Budget,  Prospects  seem  dim  for 
keeping  expenditures  and  tax  rate  down  to  the  level  of 
last  year,  with  a  1956  tax  rate  below  $40.00  apparently 
out  of  the  question. 

Both  budgets  (town  and  school  district)  call  for 
higher  appropriations,  as  follows :

Added  together  this  means  an  additional  $8,887.90 
needed  to  be  raised  by  taxes  in  1956  to  meet  both  budget 
requests. 

The  town  suffered  more  than  the  normal  loss  by  tax 
abatement  during  the  past  year,  due  to  a  successful 
campaign  on  the  part  of  the  all-powerful  Public  Service 
Company  of  New  Hampshire  to  reduce  its  tax  assess- 
ments. Whether  enough  new  valuation  has  been  added 
during  the  year  to  offset  this  loss,  and  other  losses  in 
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valuation  sustained  by  the  state  purchases  of  land  at 
Potter  Place,  must  await  the  taking  of  the  inventory 
on  April  1st  next. 

Bradley  Lake  Dam..  It  is  an  unquestionable  fact  that 
the  old  vv^ood  and  earth  dam  at  the  outlet  of  Bradley 
Lake  is  in  bad  shape,  and  must  be  replaced  in  the  near 
future  if  the  lake  level  is  to  be  kept  up.  This  dam  is  the 
property  of  the  Andover  Village  District.  The  District 
is  interested  in  keeping  up  the  lake  to  insure  its  water 
supply.  Loss  of  the  dam  would  be  a  disaster  for  Camp 
Marlyn,  and  a  severe  blow  to  all  summer  cottage  own- 
ers around  the  lake.  The  town  is  interested  to  maintain 
its  revenue  from  over  thirty  properties  bordering  on 
Bradley,  which  amounted  in  1955  to  over  $1,900  in 
taxes  on  nearly  $50,000  total  valuation. 

As  this  goes  to  press  the  Water  Resources  Board  in- 
forms us  that  it  could  contribute  $5,500  towards  the 
cost  of  reconstruction,  which  has  been  estimated  as 
$16,500.  Negotiations  are  under  way  to  secure  another 
contribution  from  the  Fish  &  Game  Department,  and 
the  District  plans  to  contact  interested  summer  prop- 
erty owners  to  find  out  what  contributions  they  will  be 
willing  to  make  to  keep  up  the  lake  level. 

The  above  is  all  the  information  available  at  this  time. 
Article  18  has  been  added  to  the  warrant  to  keep  the 
matter  open  for  any  possible  action  by  the  town  meet- 
ing.

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Progress  Report 

WILLIAM  ADAMS  BACHELDER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

East  Andover 


At  the  April  1955  term  of  the  Merrimack  County 
Superior  Court  several  provisions  in  the  1927  will  of  the 
late  ex-Gov.  Nahum  J.  Bachelder  were  altered  to  fit 
1955  conditions,  and  the  duly  elected  Andover  Library 
Trustees  were  designated  as  the  persons  responsible 
for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  the  new  library. 

These  trustees,  in  turn,  have  selected  Lawrence  Ris- 
ing, Charles  Putney,  Mrs.  Stella  Thompson,  Albert 
Hoyt,  Raymond  French  and  Ralph  Chaffee  to  serve 
with  them  as  a  building  committee,  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Mr,  Rising. 

The  sum  of  $40,000  was  alloted  by  the  Court  for  con- 
structing and  equipping  the  library  building.  The  bal- 
ance of  the  estate,  approximately  $60,000,  will  continue 
to  be  held  in  trust  by  the  Mechanicks  National  Bank  of 
Concord,  and  the  annual  income  therefrom  be  used  for 
books  and  library  maintenance. 

The  new  library  will  be  located  on  the  vacant  lot  on 
the  Chase  Hill  Road  nearly  opposite  the  East  Andover 
School,  the  Court  having  approved  an  exchange  of  land 
with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ralph  Hubbard.  This  will  provide  a 
safer  location  just  off  Route  11,  with  larger  grounds 
and  more  parking  room  than  the  smaller  corner  lot 
originally  designated  by  Mr.  Bachelder. 

The  building  committee  has  made  a  study  of  small 
town  libraries,  visited  several,  and  has  endeavored  to 
incorporate  the  best  features  of  each  in  plans  now 
being  drawn  up  in  the  drafting  room  of  Lyford  & 
Magenau  in  Concord.  Plans  call  for  a  26'  x  40'  building 
with  an  exterior  of  light  colored  brick  bordering  on  buff 
in  color,  and  an  attractive  front  entrance  facade  of  red 
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brick.  In  addition  to  service  requirements  the  basement 
will  contain  a  lecture  or  recreation  room.  The  main 
library  is  designed  to  have  an  eventual  shelf  capacity 
for  10,000  books. 

Specifications  are  expected  to  be  ready  for  bids  this 
spring,  so  that  construction  may  begin  early  in  the 
summer. 

Advance  funds  have  been  drawn  by  the  trustees  for 
preliminary  work.  A  well  has  already  been  dug  on  the 
lot  and  is  ready  with  a  supply  of  water  for  construction 
purposes. 


NAHUM  JOSIAH  BACHELDER 

1854  —  1934 

Nahum  J.  Bachelder,  through  whose  generosity  the 
town  and  community  is  about  to  acquire  a  modern 
library,  was  a  life-long  resident  of  East  Andover,  oper- 
ating the  farm  overlooking  Highland  Lake  now  owned 
in  part  by  John  Graves  and  Mrs.  Ethel  Levin. 

Throughout  his  career  he  w^as  intensely  interested  in 
agricultural  affairs  and  in  the  Grange.  As  a  state 
granger  he  served  as  secretary  for  eight  years  and 
later  as  state  master;  in  the  national  grange  he  was 
twice  on  the  executive  committee,  then  national  lectur- 
er, and  lastly  master  of  the  national  grange  in  1905. 

Nahum  Bachelder  served  his  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire for  many  years  as  secretary  of  the  state  board  of 
agriculture,  and  as  its  Governor  in  1903  - 1905. 

At  his  death  in  1934  he  willed  that  the  entire  residue 
of  his  estate  remaining  after  the  needs  of  his  invalid 
daughter  had  been  fulfilled  would  provide  a  library  for 
the  community  in  which  he  had  lived  out  his  life,  to  be 
named  in  honor  of  his  father  the  WILLIAM  ADAMS 
BACHELDER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY.

We  v/ish  to  thank  the  different  organizations  for 
donations,  and  the  people  who  helped  to  make  the  rum- 
mage sale  a  success.  Part  of  the  proceeds  has  been  used 
for  financial  aid  in  the  hot  lunch  program,  and  for 
glasses,  teeth  and  clothing  where  necessary.  We  also 
thank  Mary  Clark,  our  nurse,  for  helping  us  to  carry  on 
the  work.

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REPORT  OF  ANDOVER  DISTRICT  NURSE 
January  1  to  December  31,  1955 


I  hereby  submit  the  following  as  a  report  of  my  ac- 
tivities in  the  past  year : 

This  year,  as  last,  all  the  children  in  grades  one,  four, 
eight  and  twelve  were  examined  by  the  school  physi- 
cian, Dr.  John  Ohler.  Dr.  Ohler  also  examined  all  chil- 
dren participating  in  interscholastic  sports. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  a  school  health  con- 
ference dealing  with  the  subject  of  epilepsy.  This  con- 
ference was  a  great  help  to  me  in  preparing  both  the 
teachers  in  our  school  district  and  myself  to  handle  such 
problems  when  they  come  up. 

I  am  very  happy  to  report  to  you  that  our  school 
health  facilities  have  been  improved  by  the  change  in 
sanitary  arrangements  in  both  grammar  schools,  great- 
er lighting  capacities,  two  new  central  doors  on  the 
Andover  grammar  school,  and  the  care  of  the  trees  in 
the  Andover  school  yard. 

The  school  doctor  has  helped  your  nurse  immeasur- 
ably in  his  weekly  trips  to  the  school,  by  being  able  to 
give  advice  to  me  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  the 
many  little  injuries  and  complaints  that  come  up  during 
the  course  of  the  school  week. 

Last  January  we  had  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  both 
children  and  adults,  and  while  they  were  quite  ill,  I  am 
happy  to  say  that  there  were  no  complications.  I  feel 
that  one  of  the  reasons  we  did  not  have  to  close  our 
schools  was  because  of  the  aid  and  co-operation  given 
by  parents  and  the  local  doctors,  both  in  Franklin  and 
New  London. 

This  year  the  school  health  nurses  all  over  the  state 
administered  a  state  sponsored  polio  vaccine  clinic. 
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The  children  in  first  and  second  grades  received  the 
first  series  of  two  injections  of  the  Salk  polio  vaccine 
May  27th.  The  second  injection  was  given  to  the  same 
group  October  14,  1955.  There  were  no  reactions  what- 
ever to  the  vaccine. 

A  plan  is  now  being  made  to  vaccinate  all  children 
from  one  to  fifteen.  Again  the  state  is  sponsoring  the 
program  and  the  vaccine  will  be  available  to  all  who  de- 
sire it. 

There  are  roughly  the  same  number  of  chronically 
ill  in  the  town,  and  the  same  number  of  calls  for  trans- 
portation to  New  London  and  Franklin. 

A  breakdown  of  the  calls  made  is  as  follows : 

Chronically  ill  1,500 

Communicable  disease  (measles)  47 

Post  natals  and  newborns  11 

School  visits  82 

Night,  Sunday  and  holiday  calls  14 

Transportation  52 

The  Nursing  Association  has  been  ready  and  willing 
to  give  help  when  needed.  They  have  supplied  transpor- 
tation to  doctor  and  hospital,  given  clothes,  supplied 
hot  lunch  money,  and  helped  (with  other  organizations) 
to  have  the  teeth  of  one  school  child  taken  care  of. 

The  school  board  has  been  very  co-operative  in  sup- 
plying health  and  first  aid  supplies  and  following  sug- 
gestions to  improve  the  health  facilities  of  the  schools. 

I  wish  also  to  thank  the  parents  who  have  co-operat- 
ed with  recommendations  that  they  keep  the  children 
home  when  ill  or  when  a  communicable  disease  is  sus- 
pected. 

I  thank  the  Nursing  Association  for  their  support 
and  advice,  the  Lion's  Club  for  donating  a  hospital  bed 
to  be  used  for  any  bedridden  townsperson,  and  the 
selectmen  for  their  support  and  help  in  some  particu- 
larly difficult  cases. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  remind  the  people  of 
Andover  that  w^e  have  these  facilities.  A  hospital  bed 
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and  a  wheel  chair  are  to  be  purchased,  and  nursing 
service  is  available  to  all  who  desire  it.

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The  School  Board  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  both  the  teachers  and  the  staff  for  their  co- 
operation and  faithful  work  with  the  pupils  of  the  An- 
dover  School  District.  Children,  parents  and  friends 
can  take  pride  in  the  Andover  School  system  for  its 
constant  effort  to  improve  both  its  scholastic  and  physi- 
cal programs. 

As  for  the  scholastic  program,  one  of  the  notable 
changes  this  year  has  been  to  do  away  with  the  Trades 
and  Industries  program  as  is  set  up  under  receipt  of 
Federal  Aid.  This  means  that  your  high  school  now  has 
more  time  to  offer  your  children  a  wide  range  curricu- 
lum to  better  prepare  them  for  their  future. 

As  for  the  physical  program,  many  repairs  and  im- 
provements have  been  made  particularly  in  both  of  the 
grammar  schools  and  grounds.

The  census  shows  that  the  birth  rate 
has  not  increased  in  Andover  but  an  ever-increasing 
number  of  families  are  moving  in  to  our  town.  Therefore 
we  should  all  realize  that  something  has  got  to  be  done 
to  take  care  of  these  crowded  conditions  or  at  least  we 
should  be  giving  serious  thought  to  this  problem.
